INTEREST FOR THE TAXPAYER 
Commendation is due to the present city 
council for having admitted — what former 
councils refused to admit—that taxpayer money 
loaned to the city is deserving of the same re- 
turn as has to be paid on bank money borrow- 
ed by the city. 

The taxpayer who pays the whole of his 
taxes—or any part in excess of the instalment 
then due—on May 5th will be allowed interest 
on the excess payment at 44% per cent. 

As the interest is calculated to the follow- 
ing due dates, the interest amounts to only a 
fraction of four and a half dollars on the hun- 
dred. But the important point is the recogni- 
tion that tax-money paid in advance is a loan 
to the city, and as such entitled to a return. 

On this basis it should be possible for next 
year’s council to work out a system of monthly 
payments and to make up a chart showing the 
taxpayer in dollars and cents exactly how much 
he can save in the course of the year by using 
instalment method.

I receive thousands of letters from discour- 
aged people whose chief complaint is that they 
are tired. Either they feel tired all of the time, 
or else they tire quickly after a moderate 
amount of activity. Some are tired in the morn- 
ing when they awaken and dread the day that 
lies before them—others are 

tired at night that they 
can hardly drag themselves 
to bed and regard the effort 
of undressing as too much for

them. Others are tired dur- 
ing the afternoon. Although 
constant weariness is only a 
symptom and not a disease, 
nevertheless it is true that 
chronic tiredness often pre- 


cedes the development of one 
of the serous disorders such 
as anemia, diabetes or tuberculosis. A sensa- 
tion of marked fatigue is a very common find- 
ing in all of these diseases and is also one of 
the characteristic symptoms of neurasthenia. 
If you will question a patient who has had a 
“nervous breakdown” you will discover that 
he was tired over a long period of time before 
the actual breakdown occurred 

One who is bothered with feelings of weak- 
ness and weari one who may easily be- 
come sick and those of you who are aware of 
being tired much of the time should do every- 
thing possible to banish that tired feeling with- 
in the next few months. I am sure that by ob- 
serving better habits of living, you will replace 
your present tiredness with an abundance of 
strength and vigor

The Manner And The Matter 
Of Australian Reading 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


The illustrations for the above text are taken from one of the 
leaders in world journalism, the Australasian (Wilson and Mac- 
kinnon, proprietors), Melbourne, Australia.

In Western Canada, a writer has to gain the confidence and 
hold the interest of readers coming from many nationalities, and 
in many instances finding difficulty in the peculiarities of English 
expressions, so that the effort is to translate the thought of the 
world into the language of the highway, and to be sympathetically 
and above all sincerely direct, rather than grammatically correct. 


In Australia the writers do not seem to be held by this reader 
language limitation. The English is simon pure and technically 
accurate. 


The word picture of the League of Nations, its reason for 
existance, and its approach to the German problem, is an out- 
Standing illustration: 


“The League is not a court of law, but a political body 
existing to maintain peace by agreement. It is not so much 
what Germany has done in the Rhineland that counts as the 
manner in which she has done it. If she had notified the 
Powers of her intention to demand full sovereignty over her 
own territory the matter could have been calmly discussed 
Instead she acted first. That is the German way, and the fact 
must be faced. Punishment would not necessarily prevent a 
repetition of the offence, and even if it did retaliation is not 
part of the League code. The position is still difficult, but it 
is not dangerous.” 


An article on dictatorship is a classic; founded on Lord Acton’s 
conclusion: “Power tends to corrupt, and absolute power corrupts 
absolutely.” Elaborating this conclusion, brings expression of the 
following thoughts: 


“Can you point to any man, in history, who has been given 
absolute power and who has managed to preserve his virtues 
of head and heart? Do you know of any dictator, in ancient or 
modern times, who has not become, sooner or later, and gen- 
erally sooner, a truculent megalomaniac? I know of none. 


“By your leave, good sirs, I shall still maintain that a man's 
first duty is to his own soul; not for selfish reasons, but be- 
cause, in the long run, it is by preserving his own integrity that 
he can best serve the world. I maintain that a tree which hes 
poisoned at the roots will not produce leaves for the 
healing of the nations. I maintain that a reformer’s first duty 
is to reform himself; which duty being neglected, all his re- 
.forming zeal will be sterile. A man who has been given 
absolute power over the lives and destinies of a people may 
mean well; but there is a curse upon all that he does, so that, 
in the long run, he is seen to have done more harm than good, 
how excellent soever his intentions may have seemed to him- 
self and others

“Democracy may have many weaknesses; we all know 
something of its defects, and we all have our own ideas of 
how it might be improved. But democracy has the seeds of life 
In if; autocracy has the seeds of death. It is not as if this 


dictatorship business were a new experiment in human gov- 
ernance; a great people speak as if it were, but they 
must be people who have never opened a history book.
